The changes taking place in the 
center of the city are many and 
many motorists are having dif¬ 
ficulty adapting to these 
changes. However, if all mo¬ 
torists follow the traffic signs 
they should have no trouble, 
according to traffic expert 
Richard Kramers. 

During the past week we 
noticed two major changes: 
one directly behind the shop¬ 
ping center and the other be¬ 
hind the Royal Plaza Mall in 
the Havenstraat. Regarding the 
Royal Plaza, the street trenches 
originally built to allow only 
the big busses to drive through 
have been removed. In addition 
to the removal of these trenches 
DOW has also created a double 
lane behind the Royal Plaza for 
motorists. This means that ve¬ 
hicles can no longer park on the 
left side of the road as was the 
case up to most recent. 

The other change which 
was a bit more difficult for mo¬ 
torists to assimilate is the one 
above the Paris Restaurant in 
the Wilhelminastraat. Here, the 
traffic entering the Wilhelmi¬ 
nastraat can not make a right 
turn when they reach the Paris 
Restaurant. The traffic can con¬ 
tinue straight ahead or make a 
left turn. The traffic that nor¬ 
mally would enter behind the 
OM building and go up and 
reach the former Interbank can 
now make a right turn and exit 
at the crossing at Paris Restau¬ 
rant. Here traffic can turn right 
and continue onto the Wil¬ 
helminastraat or pass the inter¬ 


section and head towards the 
Willem III Tower. 

Traffic expert, Kramers in¬ 
formed us that they did some 
research of these changes on a 
Saturday before implementing 
them, and found that the prob¬ 
lems encountered were mini¬ 
mal. He admitted that at certain 
places they might have to do 
some reconstruction to ensure 
that vehicles do not hit the 
pavement or the curbs. During 
the first three days police were 
monitoring the changes and the 
flow of traffic and that there 


was just one minor accident. It 
has been noted that there is 
traffic congestion at peak hours 
in the morning when everyone 
is heading to work and taking 
children to school, at noon 
when children are being picked 
up at school and again in the af¬ 
ternoon at the end of the work 
day. This, according to 
Kramers, is an international 
phenomena experienced every¬ 
where. 

No change we make will to¬ 


tally eliminate that situation he 
believes. During the hours be¬ 
tween those high peak hours 
the traffic moves smoothly and 
without any problem whatso¬ 
ever. The changes, according to 
Kramers are in conjunction 
with the government’s total 
renovation scheme for the city 
which will eventually close off 
a section of the main street. The 
amplification of the city center 
will also entail the closing off 
of the area adjacent to City Hall 
and the Census Building. Our 
motorists can now begin to be¬ 


come accustomed to the 
changes in preparation for the 
total project when this is com¬ 
pleted. 

One of the problems we are 
still faced with is that of park¬ 
ing. In the vicinity of the Bus 
Station there is a large parking 
area, albeit a hefty distance 
from the city center. The gov¬ 
ernment is studying the possi¬ 
bility for creating 3 other 
parking areas around the city 
center. 


Tiara Air and ImSan (Med¬ 
ical Institute of San Nicolas) 
recently signed an agreement 
for the provision of an Air 
Ambulance service.

US says won’t rule out 
options on Venezuela 
sanctions 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - The 
United States is monitoring 
Venezuela's ties to Iran and 
"no option" is off the table as 
far as potential sanctions 
against President Hugo 
Chavez's government in Cara¬ 
cas, a US official warned Fri¬ 
day. "The department strongly 
urged Venezuela to pursue a 
path of cooperation and re¬ 
sponsibility rather than further 
isolation and we will continue 
to do so," Kevin Whitaker, the 
acting deputy assistant secre¬ 
tary for Western Hemisphere 
affairs, told a congressional 
hearing,adding that Washing¬ 
ton was monitoring Venezuela 
for "patterns of support for 
acts of international terror¬ 
ism." 

The United States on May 
24 slapped sanctions on 
Venezuela's state oil giant and 
cash cow PD VS A for its com¬ 
mercial relations with Iran, 
which it deems in violation of 
international sanctions on 
Tehran over its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

The State Department's co¬ 
ordinator for counterterrorism, 
Daniel Benjamin, also at¬ 
tended Friday's hearing, con¬ 


vened by House Republicans 
to discuss potential new sanc¬ 
tions on Caracas, and said 
Venezuela has shown a 
"demonstrable failure" to meet 
international requirements, 
particularly in counternar¬ 
cotics operations. "Instead of 
meeting its international obli¬ 
gations," Venezuela "has cho¬ 
sen to have close relations 
with Iran and Syria," Ben¬ 
jamin said. 

Venezuelan Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Nicolas Maduro last month 
said he would need to evaluate 
the real effect of the US meas¬ 
ure against PD VS A before de¬ 
termining what might be an 
appropriate reprisal. 

The US measure was taken 
"as part of its unilateral sanc¬ 
tions policy against the Islamic 
Republic of Iran. The govern¬ 
ment voices its utmost rejec¬ 
tion of this decision which was 
a hostile action, and outside 
international legal norms," 
Maduro said. 

Iranian officials have 
staunchly denied Western sus¬ 
picions that Tehran's nuclear 
enrichment program is mask¬ 
ing a drive for atomic 
weapons.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
India's commerce minister has 
called for more cooperation 
with the United States on nu¬ 
clear energy and brushed aside 
talk of scrapping ambitious 
plans in the wake of Japan's 
Fukushima crisis. 

On a visit to Washington, 
Commerce Minister Anand 
Sharma said he has faced 
questions on whether India 
should rethink its nuclear en- 
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tant coal and imports of 

crude oil. Less than three 
percent of India's electricity 
comes from nuclear power but 
it hopes to raise the figure to 
25 percent by 2050. 

India, shut out of global nu¬ 
clear markets for decades due 
to concerns over its weapons 
program, in 2008 signed a 
landmark agreement champi¬ 
oned by US president George 
W. Bush that opened up nu¬ 
clear trade. 

France, Russia and private 
US and Japanese firms have 
since been locked in fierce 
competition to sell new reac¬ 
tors to India. 

Since the crisis in Japan, 


environmentalists and resi¬ 
dents have campaigned to stop 
construction due to start in 
2013 at Jaitpur on India's west 
coast in Maharashtra state 
which would be one of the 
world's biggest nuclear facili¬ 
ties. 

The US-India nuclear deal 
become a symbol of growing 
friendship between the world's 
two largest democracies, 
whose relations were often un¬ 
easy during the Cold War. 

President Barack Obama 
has supported warming ties 
with India and on a visit last 
year threw his support behind 
New Delhi's aspirations to a 
permanent seat on the UN Se¬ 
curity Council. But his admin¬ 
istration has often fended off 
charges in India that it has not 
put the same priority on rela¬ 
tions as Bush had. 

Obama's chief of staff 
William Daley appealed for 
India to liberalize its market 
further but said he was pleased 
with the direction of the two 
nations' economic relationship 
— including rising Indian in¬ 
vestment in the United States. 
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BEIRUT, Lebanon (AFP) - 
Hezbollah chief Hassan Nas¬ 
rallah on Friday announced that 
members of his militant move¬ 
ment had confessed to being 
CIA agents and accused arch¬ 
foe Israel of turning to the US 
spy agency when it failed to in¬ 
filtrate his Iran-backed party. 

In the first such acknowl¬ 
edgment of infiltration since 
the group's founding in the 
1980's, Nasrallah refused to 
disclose the identities of the 
two party members but said a 
third case was under investiga¬ 
tion, slamming the US em¬ 


bassy in Lebanon as a "den of 
spies." 

Nasrallah also said the 
group was investigating 
whether the third member of 
the party had been recruited by 
the CIA, Israel’s Mossad or the 
intelligence service of a Euro¬ 
pean country. 

The Shiite leader, whose 
party is blacklisted as a terrorist 
group by the U.S, insisted how¬ 
ever that the alleged agents had 
not been involved in the 2008 
assassination of top Hezbollah 
operative Imad Mughnieh in 
Damascus. 



HARARE, Zimbabwe (AFP) - The Kimberley Process 
against "blood diamonds" will allow Zimbabwe to sell 
some diamonds from its controversial Marange fields, in 
a decision that left the watchdog sharply divided on Fri¬ 
day. Right groups walked out of the Kimberley meeting 
in Kinshasa, where African countries, China and India 
supported the decision that was opposed by Western na¬ 
tions, rights groups and industry. Western companies 
fear the bad press that comes with "blood diamonds", 
gems whose sale is used to finance armed conflicts.

New large crab 
species discovered in 
Costa Rica 



SAN JOSE (AFP) - A new 
species of large land crab was 
discovered on Cocos Island 
in Costa Rica, a local news¬ 
paper reported on Monday. 

University researchers 
from Costa Rica and the 
United States discovered the 
new species, named ”John- 
garthia cocoensis,” on the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean island. The 
distinguishing characteristic 
of J. cocoensis, according to 
the researchers, is its large 
size—a male can measure 40 
cm (15.7 inches) with their 
front legs extended (females 
measure smaller). 

The crabs live in holes dug 
into the soil and eat primarily 
grasses and seeds. 

Robert Perger and Rita 
Vargas from the University of 
Costa Rica and Adam Wall 
from the Los Angeles County 


Natural History Museum are 
credited with discovering the 
new species. 

Perger told the local news¬ 
paper that J. cocensis resem¬ 
bles the J. malpilensis crab, 
which lives on nearby is¬ 
lands. 

’’The similarity with other 
species in the western Pacific 
indicates that larvae (which 
develop in the sea) may have 
crossed to Cocos Island by 
sea currents,” and then 
adapted to the habitat to grow 
into a new species he said. 

Cocos Island is located off 
the coast of Colombia but 
within the territorial waters of 
Costa Rica and is the only is¬ 
land in the Western Pacific 
that has a humid tropical for¬ 
est climate and a wide variety 
of animal species. 


Into bats? There’s an 
app for that 



LONDON (AFP) - Scientists 
have created a ”batphone” by 
designing a smartphone app 
to help people capture the ul¬ 
trasonic calls of bats in their 
area, the Zoological Society 
of London has revealed. 

The iBats app for iPhones 


and Android phones aims to 
make it easier to monitor 
local bat species, by replac¬ 
ing three pieces of recording 
kit with just a phone and an 
ultrasonic microphone. 

Researchers say it will 
help a network of more than 
700 volunteer bat-trackers 
around the world who are 
part of a monitoring pro¬ 
gramme called iBats, in their 
efforts to record bat calls in 
the UK, Eastern Europe, 
Ukraine, Russia and Japan. 

The app can record the 
calls of more than 900 
species of bat which use 
echolocation to find food and 
to navigate.

China brings forward key high¬ 
speed rail launch 




BEIJING (AFP) - China has 
announced it will bring for¬ 
ward by a day the launch of a 
much-anticipated high-speed 
train link between Beijing and 
Shanghai to June 30. 

The link, which has been 
operating on a trial basis since 
mid-May, ”has passed safety 
assessment and currently is 
fully qualified for the launch 
of service”, the railways min¬ 
istry said in a statement re¬ 
leased late Thursday. 

It gave no reason for the 
change. 

Passengers can book tick¬ 
ets from Friday on 
www.12306.cn, a website run 
by the ministry, or at railway 
stations and agencies across 
the country, the statement 
said. 

To fly between Beijing and 
Shanghai takes about two 
hours but travel to the airports 
is time-consuming, and the 
busy air route is often subject 
to delays and cancellations, 
making train travel an attrac¬ 
tive option. 

Work on the high-speed 
$33 billion railway started in 
April 2008. 

One-way ticket prices will 
range between 410 yuan and 
1,750 yuan subject to further 
adjustments, vice rail minister 
Hu Yadong said last week, 
compared with about 1,300 
yuan for a flight. 


The railway ministry has 
said the trains would run be¬ 
tween 250 and 300 kilometres 
(155-188 miles) per hour on 


the Beijing-Shanghai link, al¬ 
though the line is designed for 
a maximum speed of 380 kph. 

The speed is in line with a 
nationwide directive made 
public in April that said all 
high-speed trains must run at 
a slower pace than previously 
announced — no faster than 
300 kph — to make journeys 
safer. 

Former railways minister 
Liu Zhijun was sacked in Feb¬ 
ruary after he allegedly took 
more than 800 million yuan in 
kickbacks on contracts linked 
to the high-speed rail network, 
raising concerns about the 
safety of the lines.

Europe's E. Coli Death 
Toll Increases to 44 


BERLIN, Germany - in a lat¬ 
est report another death was 
reported in Europe’s E. coli 
outbreak — bringing the total 
to 44. 

The national disease control 
center said Friday that 43 
deaths have now been reported 
in Germany, the outbreak’s epi¬ 
center. One person has died in 
Sweden. 

Although the death toll is 
still rising, the number of new 
infections has declined signif¬ 
icantly over the past two 


weeks. 

The Robert Koch Institute, 
the disease control center, says 
3,717 people have been re¬ 
ported sick in Germany, in¬ 
cluding 827 suffering from a 
complication that can lead to 
kidney failure. Another 114 
cases have been reported in 
other countries. 

The source of the bacteria 
has been traced to a sprout 
farm in northern Germany. Of¬ 
ficials still don’t know how the 
sprouts were contaminated.

Alzheimer's 
may cause 
global cash 
crunch: 
experts 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Alzheimer’s disease could 
cause a global cash crunch in 
coming generations — as peo¬ 
ple begin to regularly live to 
100 — and must be considered 
a serious fiscal danger, experts 
said Thursday. 

Already 24-37 million peo¬ 
ple worldwide live with the in¬ 
curable form of dementia, and 
that number is projected to 
reach 115 million by 2050, a 
panel of Alzheimer’s disease 
experts told the US House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

As women bear fewer chil¬ 
dren and the population ages, 
the world will become increas¬ 
ingly ill-prepared to cope with 
large numbers of dependent 
elderly people and must begin 
investing more in research to 
prevent the disease, they said. 

According to the London- 
based Alzheimer’s Disease In¬ 
ternational, the total estimated 
worldwide cost of the disease 
in 2010 was 604 billion dol¬ 
lars, or nearly one percent of 
global GDP.

Greek PM eyes new 

110-billion-euro 

bailout 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- Greek Prime Minister 
George Papandreou said Fri¬ 
day he is negotiating a new 
bailout worth some 110 billion 
euros ($155 billion), as Europe 
enters a crucial 10-day period 
in the euro crisis. 

Greece is at the centre of a 
storm threatening financial 
markets, the unity of Europe’s 
17-nation currency area, and 
even the EU — with the United 
States warning of a potential to 
drag down world economic re¬ 
covery. 

While he said it was ’’too 
early to give a precise 
amount,” the final sum would 
be ’’similar to the first aid 
package” in May 2010, al¬ 
though that was not enough to 
prevent the government in 
Athens slipping ever deeper 
into the red. 

The actual size, Papan¬ 
dreou admitted, ’’depends on 
the participation of the private 
creditors,” those banks, pen¬ 
sion funds and insurers that the 
EU wants to contribute to a 
rescue by way of an ’’informal 
and voluntary” rollover of 
Greek government bonds. 

Athens needs to receive by 
mid-July a 12-billion-euro 
tranche of eurozone and IMF 
loans from last year’s bailout to 


avert a default. 

But in order to unlock the 
funds Greece needs to impose 
more unpopular austerity 
measures on an increasing 
restive public. 

A parliamentary vote is due 
on June 28, with opposition 
rife to planned privatisations 
of state holdings, and will be 
taken amid a general strike. 

The second bailout has 
been prompted by the IMF, 
which before it releases its part 
of the aid wants to see that 
Athens has sufficient assis¬ 
tance lined up for the next cou¬ 
ple of years. 

Even before the new 
bailout, Greece owes the 
equivalent of a year-and-a-half 
of total national economic out¬ 
put, some 350 billion euros. 

On Friday, the euro slid 
against the dollar amid persist¬ 
ent concerns the Greek debt 
crisis was spreading contagion 
across the eurozone. 

If Papandreou steers his 
legislation through next week's 
voting, 28 billion euros of ad¬ 
ditional austerity measures 
will be imposed over five 
years, alongside a sale of 
Greek state holdings which in¬ 
ternational partners hope can 
raise up to 50 billion euros.

US economy 
struggles to 
regain 
momentum 

WASHINGTON (AFP) 

The US economy, which 
limped ahead at a 1.9 percent 
growth pace in the first quar¬ 
ter, is still struggling to re¬ 
gain momentum two years 
after emerging from a deep 
recession, economic data 
suggested Friday. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment revised up its estimate 
for overall economic growth 
by a tenth of a point in its 
final revision of gross do¬ 
mestic product. 

The report was slightly 
better than expected, but 
nonetheless confirms a sharp 
deceleration of the world's 
largest economy from a 3.1 
percent pace in the fourth 
quarter of 2010. 

But Jeffrey Greenberg at 
Nomura Global Economics 
said he sees some signs of 
better growth in the second 
half of the year. 

The GDP report reflected 
a downward revision to im¬ 
ports and an upward revision 
to inventory investment, 
which were offset by down¬ 
ward revisions to exports, to 
housing and state and local 
government spending. 

The report "does not 
change the picture of slow 
economic growth in the first 
quarter with consumers ham¬ 
pered by a surge in inflation,” 
analysts at RDQ Economics 
said. 

Looking ahead, a major 
question is whether growth 
will be strong enough to 
make a major change in the 
unemployment rate, which 
was 9.1 percent in May.

Oil prices mixed 
as traders ponder 
IEA Impact 



NEW YORK,(AFP) - Oil 
prices rebounded slightly in 
New York on Friday but 
dropped sharply in London as 
markets digested the impact of 
the International Energy 
Agency's decision to tap emer¬ 
gency reserves. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate for 
delivery in August, gained 14 
cents to close at $91.16 a bar¬ 
rel, a small rebound after the 
IEA's shock announcement 
caused it to plunge more than 
four dollars on Thursday. 

WTI has now fallen eight 


percent in the past two weeks 
and around 20 percent since its 
year-to-date peak in early May. 

In London, Brent North Sea 
crude for August delivery 
dropped $2.13 to close at 
$105.12 a barrel on the Inter- 
continentalExchange, after 
plummeting nearly seven dol¬ 
lars on Thursday. 

The IEA, a 28-member 
group of oil-importing coun¬ 
tries, provoked a massive sell- 
off on Thursday when it 
announced its decision to re¬ 
lease 60 million barrels of 
crude from strategic oil stocks 
over the next month. 

The Paris-based group said 
it was authorizing the draw¬ 
down — only the third time in 
history it has taken such a step 
— to make up for lost Libyan 
supplies and to give the global 
economy relief from sky-high 
energy costs.

SEOUL,S. Korea (AFP) - US 
technology giant Apple said 
Friday it has filed a lawsuit in 
South Korea claiming Sam¬ 
sung Electronics copied its 
products, in the latest round of 
an international legal battle 
between the pair. 

Apple Korea said in a 
statement it was "no coinci¬ 
dence that Samsung's latest 
products look a lot like the 
iPhone and iPad, from the 
shape of the hardware to the 
user interface and even the 
packaging. 

The South Korean firm 
said Apple's latest legal action 
wouldn't affect its own law¬ 
suit. 

Samsung and Apple are 
entangled in widening legal 
battles. 

Apple in April filed suit 
against Samsung in San Fran¬ 
cisco claiming the Korean 
firm copied its smartphones 
and tablet computers. 

Samsung responded later 
that month with a lawsuit in 
Seoul alleging five patent in¬

fringements by Apple. 

Samsung's Galaxy Tab has 
been a best-selling rival to the 
iPad, which has dominated the 
growing market for the touch¬ 
screen devices.

Apple was Samsung's sec¬ 
ond-largest client in 2010 after 
Japan's Sony Corp, account¬ 
ing for four percent of the 
South Korean firm's 155 tril¬ 
lion won ($142 billion) annual 
revenue.

GLASTONBURY, England 
(AFP) - Veteran rockers U2 
will face a protest during their 
long-awaited Glastonbury gig 
this week-end from cam¬ 
paigners angry at alleged tax 
dodging by the group. 

Direct action group Art 
Uncut is planning to unfurl a 
giant inflatable before the 
cameras as anti-poverty lob¬ 
byist Bono and his band take 
to the Pyramid Stage. 

Art Uncut member Anna 
Walker, 32, said: "Everyone 


there will see it. 

Placards will also be held 
up declaring "Bono tax 
dodger" and "Bono pay up". 

Fellow campaigner Char¬ 
lie Dewar said: "U2’s multi- 
million-euro tax dodge is 
depriving the Irish people at a 
time when they desperately 
need income to offset the Irish 
government's savage austerity 
programme. 

According to The Times, 
the four members of U2 are 
the world’s highest earning 


musicians, with a combined 
fortune of £455 million. 

Their 360 tour, which has 
played to 3 million people in 
more than a dozen cities and 
is estimated to have cost $100 
million (A£62m), became the 
highest grossing tour ever in 
April by taking more than 
$558 million. U2?s back cat¬ 
alogue, merchandise and air¬ 
play earn them more than A£6 
million a year. 

Dewar said: "Bono is well 
known for his anti-poverty 
campaigning but Art Uncut is 
accusing him of hypocrisy." 

This year's event sees 
Coldplay and Beyonce also 
headline. 

Beyonce, who fell in love 
with the Somerset festival 
after watching husband Jay-Z 
perform three years ago, is be¬ 
lieved to have cleared her 
diary to party at Glastonbury 
over three days. 

There has also been specu¬ 
lation about footballer Wayne 
Rooney attending with his 
wife Coleen. 


Aussie red-carded 
for piercing 'cock-up' 



MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AFP) - An amateur Aus¬ 
tralian footballer was red- 
carded and marched off the 
field after refusing to remove 
a private piercing that only 
came to light after he was hit 
in the groin. 

The 28-year-old captain of 
Melbourne's Old Hill Wander¬ 
ers team was sent off after col¬ 
lapsing to the ground, and 
staying there, when he was hit 
in the crotch by the ball last 
week, the Herald Sun re¬ 
ported. 

"He got hit in the privates 
and I guess he was just check¬ 
ing to see everything was still 
OK down there," an opposi¬ 
tion player told the newspa¬ 


per. 

"But then the ump's spot¬ 
ted it." 

Ordering him to remove 
the genital piercing, the ref¬ 
eree was captured on a mobile 
phone video telling the player 
not to "make it any worse or I 
will stop the game". 

In footage posted on 
YouTube and viewed more 
than 234,380 times, the ref¬ 
eree is seen marching the 
player into the changing 
rooms and emerging seconds 
later brandishing a red card. 

The player was suspended 
for at least a week. 

The club issued a state¬ 
ment clarifying that "at no 
point during the incident did 
the player of Old Hill Wander¬ 
ers expose himself to the ref¬ 
eree or to other players on the 
field." 

The statement was pub¬ 
lished alongside a cheeky 
match report on the club's 
website titled "Old Hill Re¬ 
serves Triumph despite Cock- 
Up" which said the captain 
had been sent off for "a dan¬ 
gerous tackle". 
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Murray into Wimbledon 
last 16

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
British fourth seed Andy Mur¬ 
ray reached the last 16 at 
Wimbledon on Friday with a 
nervy 6-4, 4-6, 6-1, 7-6 (7/4) 
win over Croatia's Ivan Ljubi- 
cic under the Centre Court 
roof. 

World number four Murray 
will face French 17th seed 
Richard Gasquet on Monday 
for a place in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals. 


The 24-year-old Scotsman, 
looking to become the first 
British men's champion since 
Fred Perry in 1936, overcame 
second set and fourth sets 
wobbles against the tourna¬ 
ment's oldest player to secure 
his place in the second week. 

Ljubicic, playing on Centre 
Court for the first time, had 
been a break ahead in the first 
set to lead 4-3 before Murray 
took the next three games to 


secure the opener. 

The Croatian, bidding to 
reach the last 16 for the first 
time, was comfortably on top 
in the second before Murray 
enjoyed a double break in a 
one-sided third set. 

Murray broke to lead 3-2 
in the fourth set and his confi¬ 
dence was so high at this stage 
that he even won a point with 
a cheeky between the legs 
shot at the net in the seventh 
game. 

But Ljubicic rallied from 
2-4 down to lead 6-5 before 
Murray played the smoother 
tie-breaker. 

Monday’s clash with Gas¬ 
quet will be an intriguing af¬ 
fair. 

Gasquet was two sets to 
love ahead of Murray in their 
fourth round meeting at Wim¬ 
bledon in 2008 before the 
Scot rallied to win. 

The flamboyant French 
shot-maker also took a two 
sets to love lead when they 
met again at the French Open 
in 2010 and, once again, Mur¬ 
ray hit back to take the next 
three and victory. 


Roddick fears he may never win 
Wimbledon title 


LONDON,England (AFP)- 
Andy Roddick fears he may 
never win Wimbledon after 
the three-time finalist suffered 
a shock third round exit 
against Feliciano Lopez on 
Friday. 

Roddick has always be¬ 
lieved the faster grass courts of 
Wimbledon made the tourna¬ 
ment his best bet to win an¬ 
other Grand Slam.

But the former US Open 
champion looks increasingly 
unlikely to fulfil his dream 
after yet another early exit 
from the All England Club. 

Although Roddick made 
the final in 2009 — losing in 
five sets to Roger Federer — 
the American has now failed 
to get past the fourth round in 
three of the last four years. 

With age no longer on the 
28-year-old's side, he con¬ 
cedes it has occured to him 
that he may never get to lift the 
championship trophy. 

"Well, sure. You're human. 
I mean, of course it does. You 
may never get your favourite 


job either," Roddick said. 

"I haven't played well this 
year for sure. I don't think I've 
played my best since probably 
April of last year. 

Although Roddick was 
hugely disappointed not to 
make the second week of his 
favourite Grand Slam, he in¬ 
sisted he wasn't as devastated 
as when he lost in the second 
round against Janko Tip- 
saveric in 2008 and Lu Yen- 
Hsun in the fourth round last 
year. 

Roddick had won all seven 
of his previous seven meetings 
with Lopez, but the last of 
those encounters on grass at 
Queen's earlier this month 
suggested the eighth seed 
wouldn't have it all his own 
way on Centre Court. 

It had taken Roddick three 
tough sets to see off Lopez at 
the Wimbledon warm-up 
event and this time the 
Spaniard was finally able to 
break his losing run. 

Lopez, twice a Wimbledon 
quarter-finalist, served bril¬ 
liantly and stopped Roddick 
establishing his power-game 
as the world number 44 se¬ 
cured a tie against Gael Mon- 
fils or Lukasz Kubot in the last 
16.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Peng Shuai saw off a gutsy 
performance from Britain’s 
Elena Baltacha on Friday to 
become the only Chinese 
player to reach the third round 
at Wimbledon. 

The 20th seed recovered 
from losing the first set to 
claim a 4-6, 6-2, 7-5 victory 
set up a clash Saturday with 
Melinda Czink, the Hungarian 
who knocked out Australian 
10th seed Samantha Stosur in 
round one. 

Peng was the only remain¬ 
ing Chinese in the singles 
after French Open winner Li 


Na was beaten by Germany's 
Sabine Lisicki and Zheng Jie 
went out to Japanese quali¬ 
fier Misaki Doi on Thursday. 

Chinese number two 
Peng is on a career-high 
world ranking of 20 but was 
pushed hard by the British 
number one on Court 18, an 
800-seater show court 
packed with supporters 
cheering for the home 
favourite. 

"Due to the rain we were 
waiting for two days to play 
and it’s a long time. You can¬ 
not go and practice so I didn't 
feel that much confidence on 
the court," Peng told AFP. 

Baltacha, the world num¬ 
ber 68, had plenty of deter¬ 
mination but her 29 unforced 
errors to Peng's six were 
bound to catch up with her. 

The final set was a roller¬ 
coaster affair, with two breaks 
each before Peng finally 
broke through. 

Baltacha was able to see 
off match point three times 
but could not stop Peng at the 
fourth time of asking. 

Peng, 25, missed last 
year's Wimbledon due to ill¬ 
ness, so has no ranking points 
to defend at the All England 
Club. 

In reaching the third 
round, the Tian Jin double¬ 
hander has matched her best- 
ever Wimbledon effort, 
having made the round of 32 
in 2006 and 2008.

USA coach backs her side, 
despite defeat

DRESDEN (AFP) - Pia 
Sundhage, coach of two-time 
former world champions the 
USA, insisted Thursday her 
side remain one of the 
favourites to lift the women's 
World Cup despite a recent 
defeat to Norway. 

The three week-long 
women's World Cup starts on 
Sunday and the USA begin 
their campaign in Group C 
when they take on North 
Korea in Dresden on Tues¬ 
day. 

The USA team arrived 
here Thursday, having trav¬ 
elled up from their training 
base in Austria, but despite 
Monday's shock 3-1 defeat to 
Norway in a pre-tournament 
friendly, Sundhage says her 
side can still win the trophy. 

"We are one of the 
favourites because we are a 
good team," Sundhage said. 


"We are looking 
forward to a fantastic 
tournament. The 
girls have lots of en¬ 
ergy and are ex¬ 
tremely confident." 

Despite having 
won the World Cup 
on home soil in 1999 
and in China in 
1991, the US A strug¬ 
gled to qualify for 
the 2011 tournament 
and needed a play¬ 
off win over Italy to 
go through. 

"We have had a 
bumpy road, but I 
think the situation has 
strengthened us," said Sund¬ 
hage. 

In Group C, the USA will 
also face Colombia on July 2 
in Sinsheim and Sweden on 
July 6 in Wolfsburg. 

The Americans lost a 
semi-final to Mexico in 
World Cup qualifying and 
needed a two-leg playoff vic¬ 
tory over Italy simply to book 
the last berth in Germany. 

"It did test us but that's 
what this team always does. 
We fight," US forward Abby 
Wambach said. "We're re¬ 
silient women and we're not 
willing to go down without a 
fight." 

The American lineup in¬ 
cludes 14 players who were 
part of the US 2008 Beijing 
Olympic gold medal squad. 
Each American player is 
from the six-team US league 
Women's Professional Soc¬ 


cer. 

US captain Christie Ram- 
pone takes the field for her 
fourth World Cup and the 35- 
year-old defender is the only 
remaining player from the 
1999 US championship 
squad. 

"We have a good mix of 
experienced players as well 
as young players that bring 
great energy," Rampone said. 
"Everyone has that passion 
for the game. We went 
through some rough times 
with this team so I think that's 
going to help." 

Wambach, with a team- 
best 118 career goals, and 
midfielder Shannon Boxx are 
each in their third World Cup. 

"I would feel very un¬ 
happy and unsatisfied with a 
career without a World Cup 
championship so I will be 
doing whatever I can to make 
sure that we're standing at the 
top podium at the end of this 
tournament," Wambach said. 

"It's not going to be easy. 
It will be the most difficult 
world championship to win, 
World Cup or Olympics. I’m 
excited to get started." 

'Jets' selected

Clemens granted access to 
doping report notes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
federal judge has ordered em¬ 
battled Major League Baseball 
legend Roger Clemens to be 
given access to notes taken by 
attorneys who wrote the 
Mitchell Report on doping in 
the American sport. 

US District Judge Reggie 
Walton on Friday said that 
Clemens needs some of the 
notes taken in their interviews 
to adequately prepare his de¬ 
fense on charges of lying be¬ 
fore a congressional 
committee in a 2008 hearing. 

Clemens, who was indicted 
last August, faces up to 21 
months in prison if convicted 
on all charges, including one 
count of obstruction of Con¬ 
gress, two counts of perjury 
and three counts of making 
false statements. 


The trial is set to start on 
July 6. 

Clemens was accused in the 
report of taking performance¬ 
enhancing drugs, claims he 
went before US lawmakers to 
deny in a 2008 hearing, where 
his testimony and that of his 
former trainer, Brian Mc- 
Namee, conflicted. 

McNamee said he injected 
Clemens with peformance-en- 
hancing drugs in 1998, 2000 
and 2001. 

Clemens, a seven-time Cy 
Young Award winner as top 
pitcher, saw former New York 
Yankees team-mate Andy Pet- 
tite testify that Clemens told 
him he had taken performance¬ 
boosting drugs. 

Clemens claimed Pettite 
misremembered their conver¬ 
sations.
